SAMPLING  OF  WATER  SUPPLIES 

One  hundred  and  four  samples  of  water  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  forty-six  for  chemical  analysis,  the 
latter  consisting  mainly  of  routine  samples  taken  of  raw  and 
treated  water  at  the  Hulme  End  Pumping  Station  (Eastern  Parishes 
Supply).  A  summary  of  the  results  of  the  samples  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  on  routine  samples  taken  from 
Hulme  End  are  set  out  in  the  tables  on  the  following  page.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


An  extension  of  the  sewerage  system  to  serve  some  53 
properties  in  the  Hough  Hill,  Broad  Lane  and  Hill  Top  areas  of 
Brown  Edge  which  was  commenced  in  June  last  year  was  com¬ 
pleted  during  the  year,  following  which  connections  proceeded 
satisfactorily. 


CONVERSION  OF  PRIVIES  TO  WATER  CLOSETS 

The  Council  makes  contributions  to  property  owners  desirous 
of  converting  their  toilets  into  water  closets,  the  contribution 
being  up  to  half  the  cost  of  the  work  with  a  maximum  of  £20. 
During  the  year  9  applications  were  approved,  the  Council’s  total 
contribution  for  these  being  £180. 

Further  to  the  above  under  the  Improvement  Grant  conditions, 
36  W.C.’s  were  installed  as  part  of  the  improvements. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  is  collected  by  direct  labour  from  some  5,200  dwellings 
in  the  area,  and  nightsoil  from  908  properties. 

Five  Karrier  Vehicles  are  employed  for  these  purposes,  three 
being  for  refuse  collection,  one  solely  for  nightsoil,  and  one  which 
is  adapted  for  a  joint  refuse  and  nightsoil  service  in  the  Hill  district. 

The  main  bulk  of  refuse  was  tipped  at  the  central  tip  at 
Stockton  Brook  which  serves  the  built-up  area,  there  being  small 
village  tips  to  cater  for  the  more  scattered  portion  of  the  district. 

The  isolated  tips  present  a  continual  problem  from  a  main¬ 
tenance  point  of  view  as  they  suffer  considerable  mis-use  by  the 
haphazard  dumping  of  all  types  of  refuse  by  individuals.  These 
tips  are  straightened  up  and  covered  over  from  time  to  time  and 
regular  rodent  control  treatments  are  carried  out.

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FOOD  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION 


MEAT  INSPECTION 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963  which  came  into 
operation  on  1st  October  requires  that  all  home-killed  meat  is 
inspected  before  it  leaves  the  slaughterhouse  and  a  Local 
Authority  is  empowered  to  make  a  charge  for  each  animal 
inspected.  The  Council  decided  that  the  charges  to  be  made  should 
be  the  maximum  in  accordance  with  the  scale  laid  down  in  the 
Regulations.  Each  carcase  is  marked  with  an  identifying  stamp 
after  it  has  been  passed  as  fit  for  human  consumption. 

A  table  showing  the  number  of  animals  inspected  at  the  five 
sloughterhouses  in  the  Council's  area  —  at  which  100%  meat 
inspection  has  always  been  carried  out  -  is  set  out  on  the 
previous  page.
